Elect! on/Re s tri cti oris 

This application contains claims directed to more than one 
species of the generic invention. These species are deemed to 
lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to 
form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

1. method or product drawn to different chromosomal genes 
that encode an enzyme, such as those in claim 5. Pick one gene 
that encodes a particular enzyme. 

2 . method or product drawn to the precursor and 
corresponding inhibitory compound, such as those in claims 8-11. 
Pick one combination. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single species to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable.
